Oil Inspector’s Duties. 


T h e law provides th a t tho state oil in 
sp ecter and his d eputies shall examine 
and test tho quality of all oils offered 
for sale by any m anufacturer, and to 
approve all oils w hich enter the stat**, 
or are m anufactured 
w ithin the s ta te 
th a t m eet with the requirem ents of the 
law and to reject such as do not meet 
w ith th e requirem ents.

Oil Inspector’s Duties. 
The law provides that the state oil in­ 
spector and his deputies shall examine 
and test the quality of all oils offered 
for sale by any manufacturer, and to 
approve all oils which enter the state, 
or are manufactured within the state 
that meet with the requirements of the 
law and to reject such as do not meet 
with the requirements. The law pro 
vides thnt the state oil inspector, or 
any of his deputies, may enter during 
business hours, without being request­ 
ed to do so, any store, shop, warehouse 
or yard in which he believes oil, unin­ 
spected, or unsafe for use, is kept for 
sale, and shall approve or reject it, as 
the requirements of the law indicate. 
The compensation of all deputy oil in­ 
spectors is based on the fee system, but 
the law’ provides that no deputy shall 
receive in fees more than $1,200 per 
annum. The salary of the state in­ 
spector is $2,400. The fees for the 
deputy in this county amount “to about 
$300 per year.

INDEXING BOOKS. 


The C u s t o m

The custom of indexing books devel­ 
oped gradually. Cicero used the word 
“index,” but in the sense of si table of 
contents. Seneca provided some works 
which he sent to n friend with notes of 
particular passages, “so that he who 
only aimed at the useful might be 
spared the trouble of examining them 
entire.” This was at least a partial 
“index" in the modern sense. Anno­ 
tated, or at least explanatory, tables of 
contents seem to have preceded the in­ 
dex proper. 
Such tables followed the order of ap­ 
pearance of the subjects in the book 
itself. 
Alphabetical 
arrangement, 
which was the beginning of tho real in­ 
dex. appears not to have been thought 
of until the Invention of printing, and 
even then it spread hut slowly. Eras­ 
mus was one of the first to provide his 
works with alphabetical Indexes. The 
custom did not become universal un­ 
til well Into the sixteenth century. 
The first index to an English book is 
said to be that printed in Polydore 
Vergil’s “Angllae Illstoriae,” in 1540. 
An edition of this work published ten 
years later has an index of thirty-seven 
pages.

A Commercial 
Club 
Successfully 
Launched at Meeting Held 
Last Night 


SEVENTY-FIVE JOIN FIRST NIGHT 


Sixteen Directors Are Elected and the 
Club Starts Off in a Flour­ 
ishing Manner. 


Never in the history of Brainerd has 
a more representative body of business 
and profesMonal men gathered together 
than last night when something like 100 
or 150 met in Arcade hall in the Colum 
bian block to perfect the organization 
of a commercial club. Not only was the 
number of men who were present an in 
dication that those who have the com­ 
mercial and industrial interests of the 
city at heart are awakened with new 
aspirations anti are willing to combine 
their efforts for the best good of the 
city, but the very flattering thing about 
the meeting was the fact that the key­ 
note of success was harmony, and there 
seemed to be an expression from every 
corner which had the right ring; a una­ 
nimity of purpose, to advance the in 
terests of Brainerd, was the sentiment 
and there is a feeling that it cannot but 
help result in all kinds of good for the 
city and the county. 
A club was organized and was suc­ 
cessfully launched and it will be known 
as “The Commercial Club of Brainerd. 
The new club is organized under and by 
virtue of Chapter 34, of the general 
statutes of Minnesota, 1*94, and its ob­ 
jects are in common with clubs of a 
similar character in c itie s throughout 
the northwest, except that the require­ 
ments have been changed to meet the 
conditions here. 


MAYOR o ’HRIFN FIRES FIR sT OI'N. 
It was shortly after 8 o’clock that 
Mayor Con. O'Brien called the assem­ 
blage to order and w ith usual prompt­ 
ness drove at the point in a few brief 
but concise and plain words.

Ho stated that the promoters had nam­ 
ed a committee of gentlemen, selected 
from the best business circles ol the 
city, to formulate or draw up a set of 
articles of incorporation and by laws 
ami called upon W. D. McKay to read 
them. Mr. McKay read the articles of 
incorporation first which set forth the 
objects of tho organization. 
He stated

papers had followed such cities as Min­ 
neapolis, St. Paul, Fargo, Winona, Still­ 
water and Duluth, and had picked out 
what they thought was best in each one 
and had made them applicable to Brain­ 
erd.

The general purpose of tho club 
be to encourage and promote the com­ 
mercial and manufacturing interests of 
the city of Brainerd; to develop the job­ 
bing and wholesale interosts of tho city; 
to encourage manufacturing within the 
city limits; to promote and maintain 
the principle of home trade; to advise 
and assist in municipal and civic im­ 
provements, and to foster and encourage 
through social intercourse a public spir­ 
it and feeling of loyalty to the city. Its 
plan of operation shall be to provide and 
maintain a suitable place for the meet­ 
ings of its members, and to furnish 
therein such means to carry out the 
general purpose of the corporation as its 
members may deem suitable and neces­ 
sary. 
Its place of location shall be in 
the city of Brainerd, Crow Wing county, 
Minnesota. 


THK .MEMBERSHIP. 
The terras of admission to member­ 
ship shall be the election by the board 
of directors, in the manner prescribed 
by the by-laws, of adult male citizens o* 
the United States who reside in, or 
whose place of business is in the city of 
Brainerd, and the payment of a mem­ 
bership fee, the amount of which may 
lie prescribed by tho by-laws.

The annual meeting of the members 
of the corporation shall be held at its 
rooms in the city of Brainerd on these«* 
ond Tuesday in January in each year at 
the hour of eight (8) o'clock p. ra. 
The board of directors shall, within 
one week after the annual meeting of 
the corporation in each and every year, 
elect a president, a vice president, a s e c ­ 
retary and a treasurer, such election to 
be by ballot. Tho president ami vice 
president shall be members of the board 
of directors: the secretary and treasurer 
may be elected from among the members 
of the club. The first board of directors 
shall, on or before the 14th day of Feb­ 
ruary, 1905, elect a president, vice presi 
dent, secretary and treasurer, who shall 
hold office until their successors are 
elected at the next succeeding annual 
meeting of this corporation. 
The terms of office, manner of elect­ 
ing and rules governing the board of di­ 
rectors of this corporation shall be fix­ 
ed by the by-laws.

The only discussion which attracted 
attention was regarding the manner in 
which the officers of the club are to be 
elocted. The articles of incorporation 
provide that the officers shall be elected 
by a board of sixteen directors. 
These 
directors are to be elect«*d by the full 
membership. This is a s it was in the 
articles as they were first prepared by 
the committee. James Cullen thought 
that the entire membership should have 
a voice in the election of the officers and 
not a few directors. 
Dr. Hemstead and 
G. D. LaBar explained that they were 
simply following out tho rules governing 
any business institution or corporation. 
R. P. Blake thought that each mem­ 
ber should have his say regarding the 
election of the officers. 
R. R. Wise favored the election of a 
board of directors, they to elect the offi­ 
cers.

A Commercial Club Successfully 
Launched at Meeting: Held 
Last Night 


SEVENTY-FIVE JOIN FIRST NIGHT 


Sixteen Directors Are Elected and the 
Club Starts Off in a Flour= 
ishing Manner. 


Never in the history of Brainerd has 
a more representative body of business 
and professional men gathered together 
than last night when something like IOO 
or 150 met in Arcade hall in tho Collun 
bi an block to perfect the organization 
of a commercial club. 
Not only was the 
number of men who were present an in­ 
dication th a t those who have the com­ 
mercial and industrial interests of the 
city at heart are awakened with new 
aspirations and are willing to combine 
their efforts for the best good of the 
city, but the very nattering thing about 
the meeting was tho fact th a t the key­ 
note of success was harmony, and there 
seemed to be an expression from every 
corner which had the right ring: a una­ 
nimity of purpose, to advance the in­ 
terests of Brainerd, was the sentiment 
and there is a feeling th at it cannot but 
help result in all kinds of good for the 
city and the county. 
A club was organized and was suc­ 
cessfully launched and it will be known 
as “The Commercial Club of Brainerd." 
The new club is organized under and by 
virtue of C hapter .'ll, of the general 
statutes of Minnesota, 1894, and its ob­ 
jects are in common with clubs of a 
similar character in cities throughout 
the northwest, except th a t the require­ 
ments have been changed to meet tho 
conditions here. 


MAYOR O’BRIEN FIKES FIR ST GUN. 


It was shortly after 8 o'clock that 
Mayor Con. O’Brien called 
the assem­ 
blage to order and with usual prompt­ 
ness drove at the point in a few brief 
but concise and plain words. 
He stated 
the purpose for which the meeting was 
called and contended th at the objects of 
a club of this nature were most prais- 
worthy. 
He said 
that 
th e old 
saw, 
“Necessity is the mother of invention" 
is 
applicable 
to 
Brainerd 
at 
this 
time in 
many 
ways. 
He 
called 
attention to 
the 
fact 
that 
the business men should stand by the 
products which are m anufactured right 
here at home. 
The Hour, for instance, 
made here is as good as is turned out in 
St. Cloud, Sauk Centre or any other 
town, and if the business men here 
stood by the two mills they would have 
enough business to compel them to run 
night and day to supply the demand. 
Then he called attention to taxation ana 
the utter disregard of the business men 
to do anything to impede what he 
thought was a growing evil. 
Many oth­ 
er mattttfci-of importance were—-touched 
upon by Mr. O’Brien and he seemed to 
voice the sentiments of a large majority. 
He stated th a t the promoters had nam­ 
ed a committee of gentlemen, selected 
from the best business circles of the 
city, to formulate or draw up a set of 
articles of incorporation and by laws 
and called upon W. D. McKay to read 
them. 
Mr. McKay read th e articles of 
incorporation first which set forth the 
objects of tho organization. 
He stated 
that the committee in preparing these 
papers had followed such cities as Min­ 
neapolis, St. Paul, Fargo, Winona, Still­ 
water and D uluth, and had picked out 
what they thought was best in each one 
and had m ade them applicable to Brain­ 
erd. 


PURPO SE OF THE CLUB. 


The general purpose of the club shall 
be to encourage and promote the com­ 
mercial and manufacturing interests of 
the city of Brainerd; to develop the job- 
• bing and wholesale interests of tho city; 
to encourage m anufacturing within the 
city limits; to promote and maintain 
the principle of home trade; to advise 
and assist in municipal and civic im­ 
provements, and to foster and encourage 
through social intercourse a public spir­ 
it and feeling of loyalty to the city. Its 
plan of operation shall be to provide and 
maintain a suitable place for the meet­ 
ings of its members, and to furnish 
therein such means to carry out the 
general purpose of the corporation as its 
members may deem suitable and neces­ 
sary. 
Its place of location shall be in 
the city of Brainerd, Crow W ing county, 
Minnesota. 


TH E M EM BERSHIP. 


The term s of admission to member­ 
ship shall be the election by the board 
of directors, in the m anner prescribed 
by the by-laws, of adult male citizens o^ 
the United States who reside in, or 
whose place of business is in the city of 
Brainerd, and the payment of a mem­ 
bership fee, the amount of which may 
be prescribed by the by-laws. 
The 


am ount of annual dues to be paid by 
each member shall be tivo dollars, to be 
paid at such time and in such manner 
as the board of directors shall desig­ 
nate. 


THE OFFICERS. 


Tho government of this corporation 
shall be vested in a board of sixteen di­ 
rectors, who shall bo members of this 
corporation, and in such officers and 
committees as said board of directors 
may appoint and determine. 
T he officers shall hold office and con­ 
duct the affairs of this corporation un­ 
til their successors shall be elected and 
qualified at the next succeeding annual 
meeting of this corporation. 
T he officers of the corporation shall 
be a president, vice president, secretary 
and treasurer, who shall hold office for 
the term of one year and until their 
successors are elected a r d qualified.

THE M EM BERSHIP FEE. 
T he by-laws as prepared by the com ­ 
m ittee provided for a membership fee of 
£10. 
There was considerable discussion 
on this point also. 
Jam es Cullen took 
the floor and took the stand th at the 
£10 fee was too much. 
Of course he ad ­ 
m itted that he did not know what was 
to be done with the money etc. 
A. T. Larson said th a t he knew enough 
of human nature to know th a t the 
average man who paid £10 into such a 
club for membership would expect to 
got some individual gain therefrom and 
he advised lowering the fee. 
J. F. McGinnis stated that ho did not 
think that the business men of tho city 
should bo thus classed. Tho business 
men should got away from the individu­ 
ality question and wTork collectively for 
the good of the city. 
M. E. Ryan concurred in what 
Mr. 
McGinnis had to say. 
T. C. Blewitt believed in getting a 
right start and thought £10 was not a 
mite too much. 
ll. W. Linneman said that a great 
deal of work is to be done money is 
needed.

WERE BURNED OUT 


T he annual meeting of the members 
of the corporation shall be held at its 
rooms in the city of Brainerd on the sec­ 
ond Tuesday in Jan u ary in each year at 
the hour of eight f8) o'clock p. in. 
T he board of directors shall, within 
one week after the annual meeting of 
the corporation in each and every year, 
elect a president, a vice president, a sec­ 
retary and a treasurer, such election to 
be by ballot. The president and vice 
president shall be members of the board 
of directors: the secretary and treasurer 
may be elected from among the members 
of the club. The first board of directors 
shall, on or before the 14th day of F eb ­ 
ruary, 1905, elect a president, vice presi­ 
dent, secretary and treasurer, who shall 
hold office until their successors are 
elected at the next succeeding annual 
m eeting of this corporation. 
T he terms of office, m anner of elect­ 
ing and rules governing the board of di­ 
rectors of this corporation shall be fix­ 
ed by the by-laws.

Dr. W. Courtney th o u g h t that B rain ­ 
erd should profit by the experience of 
cities like St. Paul, Minneapolis, Fargo, 
etc. 
If they found it advisable to elect 


from various standpoints. 
At first it 
was thought to fix a £5 fee with a spe­ 
cial assessment proviso, but this was 
not thought advisable. 
J. N. Nevers favored £10 as a fee b ut 
would not be in favor of any special as­ 
sessments. 
E. C. Bane was in favor of the £10 fee.

Non-residents may be admitted to the 
privileges of the club if they belong to 
cities with whom this club will exchange 
courtesies. 


COMMITTEES.

PROGRESSIVE SPIRIT 
OF THE BUSINESS MEN 
A Commercial Club Successfully 
Launched at Meeting: Held 
Last Night 
SEVENTY=FIVE JOIN FIRST NIGHT 
Sixteen Directors Are Elected and the 
Club Starts Off in a Flour= 
ishing Manner. 


Never in the history of Brainerd has 
a more representative body of business 
and professional men gathered together 
than last night when something like 100 
or 150 met in Arcade hall in tho Colum­ 
bian block to perfect the organization 
of a commercial club. Not only was the 
number of men who were present an in­ 
dication that those who have the com­ 
mercial and industrial interests of the 
city at heart are awakened with new 
aspirations and are willing to combine 
their efforts for the best good of the 
city, but the very ilattering thing about 
the meeting was the fact that the key­ 
note of success was harmony, and there 
seemed to be an expression from every 
corner which had the right ring: a una­ 
nimity of purpose, to advance the in­ 
terests of Brainerd, was the sentiment 
and there is a feeling that it cannot but 
help result in all kinds of good for the 
city and the county. 
A club was organized and was suc­ 
cessfully launched and it will be known 
as “The Commercial Club of Brainerd.” 
The new club is organized under and by 
virtue of Chapter 34, of the general 
statutes of Minnesota, 1894, and its ob­ 
jects are in common with clubs of a 
similar character in cities throughout 
the northwest, except that the require­ 
ments have been changed to meet the 
conditions here. 
MAYOR o ’«RIEN FIRES FIRST GUN. 
It was shortly after 8 o'clock that 
Mayor Con. O’Brien called the assem­ 
blage to order and with usual prompt­ 
ness drove at the point in a fow brief 
but concise and plain words. He stated 
the purpose for which the meeting was 
called and contended that the objects of 
a club of this nature were most prais- 
worthy. He said that the old saw, 
“Necessity is the mother of invention

ways. He 
called attention to the fact that 
the business men should stand by the 
products which are manufactured right 
here at home. The hour, for instance, 
made here is as good as is turned out in 
St. Cloud, Sauk Centre or any other 
town, and if the business men here 
stood by the two mills they would have 
enough business to compel them to run 
night and day to supply the demand. 
Then he called attention to taxation ana 
the utter disregard of the business men 
to do anything to impede what he 
thought was a growdng evil. Many oth­ 
er matter* of importance were—touched 
upon by Mr. O’Brien and he seemed to 
voice the sentiments of a large majority. 
He stated that the promoters had nam­ 
ed a committee of gentlemen, selected 
from the best business circles of the 
city, to formulate or draw up a set of 
articles of incorporation and by laws 
and called upon W. D. McKay to read 
them. Mr. McKay read the articles of 
incorporation first which set forth the 
objects of the organization. He stated 
that the committee in preparing these 
papers had followed such cities as Min­ 
neapolis, St. Paul, Fargo, Winona, Still­ 
water and Duluth, and had picked out 
what they thought was best in each one 
and had made them applicable to Brain­ 
erd. 
PURPOSE OF THE CLUB. 


amount of annual dues to be paid by 
each member shall be fivo dollars, to be 
paid at such timo and in such manner 
as the board of directors shall desig­ 
nate. 
THE OFFICERS. 
The government of this corporation 
shall be vested in a board of sixteen di­ 
rectors, who shall bo members of this 
corporation, and in such oflicers and 
committees as said board of directors 
may appoint and determine. 
The oflicers shall hold oflice and con­ 
duct the affairs of this corporation un­ 
til their successors shall be elected and 
qualified at the next succeeding annual 
meeting of this corporation. 
The officers of the corporation shall 
be a president, vice president, secretary 
and treasurer, who shall hold oflice for 
the term of one year and until their 
successors are elected ard qualified. 


their oflicers in their clubs by first elect­ 
ing a board of directors then Brainerd 
should follow tho example. 
T. C. Blewitt thought that the mem­ 
bers should consider the effect.

Finally on motion of J. N. Nevers the 
articles were adopted as read. 
THE MEMHERSHIP FEE. 
The by-laws as prepared by the com­ 
mittee provided for a membership fee of 
810. There w as considerable discussion 
on this point also. James Cullen took 
the floor and took the stand that the 
$10 fee was too much. Of course he ad­ 
mitted that ho did not know what was 
to be done with the money etc. 
A. T. Larson said that he knew enough 
of human nature to know that the 
average man who paid 810 into such a 
club for membership would expect to 
get some individual gain therefrom and 
he advised lowering the fee. 
J. F. McGinnis stated that he did not 
think that the business men of the city 
should bo thus classed. Tho business 
men should get away from the individu 
ality question and work collectively for 
the good of the city. 
M. E. Ryan concurred in what Mr 
McGinnis had to say. 
T. C. Blewitt believed in getting i 
right start and thought 810 was not a 
mite too much. 
11. W. Linneman said that a great 
deal of vvork is to be done money is 
needed. Ho thought 810 was all right 
' and suggested a proviso that it be made 
$5 later. 
A. L. Hoffman wanted to know’ if they 
were going to have club rooms. 
W. D. McKay stated that the com 
mittee considered tho matter carefully 


taken regarding the taking off of Nos. 5 
and 0 and running the trains by the way 
of Staples. Ho said that if it was the 
sense of the club he would name G. D. 
LaBaron thiscommittee. The appoint 
ment was on motion ratified.

Ho believed that the 
business men should go after what they 
jelieved they are entitled to and con­ 
gratulated them on the move taken to 
organize the club.

Ryan was appointed to prepare the arti­ 
cles of incorporation and have them sent 
to the secretary of the stato for record 
ng.A rising vote of thanks was extended 
to those who have been prominent in 
promoting the movement.

The general purpose of the club 
be to encourage and promote the com­ 
mercial and manufacturing interests of 
the city of Brainerd; to develop the job­ 
bing and wholesale interests of the city; 
to encourage manufacturing within the 
city limits; to promote and maintain 
the principle of home trade; to advise 
and assist in municipal and civic im­ 
provements, and to foster and encourage 
through social intercourse a public spir­ 
it and feeling of loyalty to the city. Its 
plan of operation shall be to provide and 
maintain a suitable place for tho meet­ 
ings of its members, and to furnish 
therein such means to carry out the 
general purpose of the corporation as its 
members may deem suitable and neces­ 
sary. Its place of location shall be in 
the city of Brainerd, Crow Wing county, 
Minnesota. 
THE MEMBERSHIP. 
The terms of admission to member­ 
ship shall be the election by the board 
of directors, in the manner prescribed 
by the by-laws, of adult male citizens o* 
the United States who reside in, or 
whose place of business is in the city of 
Brainerd, and the payment of a mem­ 
bership fee, the amount of which may 
be prescribed by the by-laws. The 


The annual meeting of tho members 
of the corporation shall be held at its 
rooms in the city of Brainerd on the sec­ 
ond Tuesday in January in each year at 
the hour of eight (8) o'clock p. m. 
The board of directors shall, within 
one week after the annual meeting of 
the corporation in each and every year, 
elect a president, a vice president, a sec­ 
retary and a treasurer, such election to 
be by ballot. The president and vice 
president shall be members of the board 
of directors; the secretary and treasurer 
may be elected from among the members 
of the club. The first board of directors 
shall, on or before the 14th day of Feb­ 
ruary, 1905, elect a president, vice presi­ 
dent, secretary and treasurer, who shall 
hold office until their successors are 
elected at the next succeeding annual 
meeting of this corporation. 
The terms of office, manner of elect­ 
ing and rules governing the board of di­ 
rectors of this corporation shall be fix­ 
ed by the by-laws. 
The board of directors shall have 
power to fill any vacancy occurring in 
its body, and by a two thirds vote of its 
entire membership, remove any officer 
or director and fill tho vacancy thus 
caused for the remainder of the unex­ 
pired term. 
The articles were all gone over and 
corrections made to meet the desires of 
those present. 
Attorney A. T. Larson thought that 
the articles did not specify what the 
monies paid into the treasurer were to 
be expended for, but it was explained 
satisfactorily that the by-laws provided 
for this. 


HOW’ OFFICERS ARE ELECTED. 
The only discussion which attracted 
attention was regarding the manner in 
which the officers of the club are to be 
elected. The articles of incorporation 
provide that the officers shall bo elected 
by a board of sixteen directors. These 
directors are to be elected by tho full 
membership. This is as it was in the 
articles as they were first prepared by 
the committee. James Cullen thought 
that the entire membership should have 
a voice in the election of the officers and 
not a few directors. Dr. Hemstead and 
G. D. LaBar explained that they were 
simply following out the rules governing 
any business institution or corporation. 
R. P. Blake thought that each mem­ 
ber should have his say regarding the 
election of the officers. 
R. R. Wise favored the election of a 
board of directors, they to elect the offi- 
cers. 
Dr. W. Courtney thought that Brain­ 
erd should profit by the experience of 
cities like St. Paul, Minneapolis, Fargo, 
etc. If they found it advisable to elect

No am endm ents will be allow­ 
ed to tile bill, although th e first vote 
is to be taken on the Davey bill, os the 
Democratic substitute for legislation 
on the railway rate subject. 
The conference, which lasted three 
hours, 
developed 
opposition 
to the 
measure. 
The only test 
vote taken 
was on a motion to postpone the m a t­ 
ter for a further conference next Tues­ 
day. 
This was lost, 
ll to 107. 
Ff- 
forts were made 
to a m e n d 
the bill 
during the conference but all of these 
failed. 
Fault 
was 
found 
with the 
bill on th*- ground that 
it did not in­ 
clude rcgulation for the private car evil 
and terminal charges. 
T h e advocates 
of the bill contested these criticisms, 
claiming that authority was contained 
in the bill to correct the complained 
of evil. 
The change of the 
meeting from a 
caucus, as the call stated, to a “con­ 
ference” leaves 
m em bers participat­ 
ing free to 
follow th*-ir own 
inclina­ 
tions. 
It Is understood that the oppo­ 
sition may organize with the purpose 
of joining the minority in the house in 
the vote on the rule prescribing the 
m anner of considering the hill in the 
house. 
These plans, 
however, have 
not been actually and definitely decid­ 
ed on. 


Opposed to Present Legislation. 


Messrs. Mahon and Sibley of Penn­

of New York, the majority leader, who 
in an sw er to Mr. M ahon’s allegations 
that the temper ed bill would result in 
confiscation arid great hardship said 
that the filii in its present shape did 
not provide* for a nything more than 
what was in the 
original Interstate 
commerce act and which had stood 
for ten years, at the encl of which time 
the railroads raised the question of the 
legality of the enforcement of the de­ 
cisions of the commission as to rates, 
the courts sustaining the contention 
that there was no power vested in tho

Washington, Feb. 4.—The Republi­ 
cans of the house of representatives 
In conference Friday afternoon adopt­ 
ed as a party measure the bill extend­ 
ing rate-making powers to the inter­ 
state commerce commission, as agreed 
upon by the committee on Interstate 
and foreign commerce and known as 
the Esch-Townsend bill. The confer­ 
ence Instructed the house committee 
on rules to bring in a rule providing 
for consideration of the measure be­ 
ginning at. 11 o’c lock Tuesday morning 
next and continuing until 4 o’clock 
Wednesday, when a vote shall be 
taken. No amendments will be allow­ 
ed to the bill, although the first vote 
Is to he taken on the Davey bill, ns the 
Democratic substitute for legislation 
on the railway rate subject. 
The conference, which lasted three 
hours, developed opposition to the 
measure. The only test vote taken 
was on a motion to postpone the mat­ 
ter for a further conference next Tues­ 
day. This was lost, 44 to 107. Ef­ 
forts were made to amend the bill 
during the conference but all of these 
failed. Fault was found with the 
bill on the ground that it did not in- 
cluderegulation for the private car evil 
and terminal charges. The advocates 
of the bill contested these criticisms, 
claiming that authority was contained 
in the bill to correct the complained 
of evil. 
The change of the meeting from a 
caucus, as the call stated, to a “con­ 
ference” loaves members participat­ 
ing free to follow their own inclina­ 
tions. It is understood that the oppo­ 
sition may organize with the purpose 
of joining the minority in the house in 
the vote on the rule prescribing the 
manner of considering the hill in the 
house. These plans, however, have 
not bee n actually and definitely decid­ 
ed on. 


Opposed to Present Legislation. 
Messrs. Mahon and Sibley of Penn­ 
sylvania were conspicuous in their op­ 
position to any legislation at this time, 
both contending that sufficient time 
had not been given to the considera­ 
tion of the subject. Pennsylvania, 
Mr. Mahon said, was the state most 
affected and he thought that the mill­ 
ions of money involved in the pro­ 
posed legislation should not be jeop­ 
ardized 
by hasty legislation Mr. 
Sibley expressed the opinion that the 
members of the committee which r e ­ 
ported the bill were not themselves 
clear in their interpretation of it. Mr. 
Wa (tier, also of Pennsylvania, took a 
diftereut attitude from that of his col­ 
league’s and said that he would sup­ 
port the proposed measure unless lie: 
was convinced tlint something better 
could be offered. 
The speech that most impressed 
members was delivered by Mr. Payne 
of New York, the majority leader, who 
In answer to Mr. Mahon’s allegations 
that the-pr-o|»os»‘d bill would result in 
confiscation and great hardship said 
that thh bill in its presoni shape did 
not provide* for anything more than 
what was in the original interstate* 
commerce act and which had stood 
for t*ai vears, at the* end of which time 
the railroads raised the question of the 
legality of the enforcement of the de­ 
cisions of iho commission as to rateg, 
tli” courts sustaining the contention 
that there was no power vested in tho 
rom mb ion to fix rates. In other 
word--, ho said, the very law now pro­ 
posed was in effect for ten years and 
bad operated to the satisfaction of tho 
railroads.

St. Paul, Feb. 4.—In the house Fri­ 
day John Zelch of Washington county 
offered a joint resolution, protesting | 
against the proposed “drawback on j 
Canadian wheat. 
Mr. Zelch characterized the scheme ! 
as one likely to be disastrous to the ¡ 
wheat and flour interests of Minnesota 
and the Northwest, and the resolution 
asks that Minnesota’s representatives 
in congress do all in their power to 
prevent it. 
The placing of the officers and em­ 
ployes of the dairy and food depart­ 
ment on a civil service basis received j 
another boost iu the shape of a bill by j 
Dr. De Laittre of Minneapolis. De 
Lai it re’s bill provides for an examin­ 
ing board aud competitive examina- j 
tions, but makes the details more spe- j 
clflc. The board is to be composed of 
the commissioner, state superintend­ 
ent of public instruction, the attorney 
general and one member to be named 
by the governor for a term of five 
years. I he latter is to be a kind of 
secrtuiry and is to receive $5 a day 
when he works. Examinations are 
provided for biennially after 1907, and 
those who participate must have 75 
per <ent or better to their credit to be 
eligible for appointment. 


May Be Removed for Cause. 
Employes may be removed for cause, 
though the same must be in writing 
and agreed to by the board. Persons 
under twenty-one years are not eligi­ 
ble to participate in the examinations. 
The commissioner and chemist are the 
only officers and employes exempt 
from the operations of the proposed 
competitive examination. 
Wholesale and retail dealers in oleo­ 
margarine and other forms of imita­ 
tion butter will have to submit to a 
heavy license, if the bill proposed by 
Burdett Thayer becomes a law. For 
wholesalers a license fee of $480 a 
year is fixed, and for retailers $48 a 
year. The license cannot be taken out 
for less than one year and it must be 
conspicuously displayed where the 
goods are sold. 
P. A. Gandrud of Kandiyohi county 
introduced a bill to have all the rail­ 
road companies report immediately to 
the railroad and warehouse commis­ 
sion all wrecks suffered by them, to­ 
gether with a list of the injured and 
killed. 
J. T. Mannix of Hennepin introduc­ 
ed a resolution, calling from commit­ 
tee and advancing to general orders, 
all bills not In conflict with existing 
legislation or the revised code, but if 
availed nothing. While in the midst 
of an explanation, notice of debate was 
given, and the resolution went over. 
A numerously signed petition was 
received, asking that the governing 
board of the new' girls’ training school, 
if established, be composed of women. 
The Morley pardon bill was report­ 
ed for indefinite postponement. 
The house adjourned to 2 o'clock 
Monday afternoon.

Disposes of Small Grist of Business 
and Adjourns to Tuesday. 
The senate Friday disposed of a 
small grist of business, and adjourned 
to Tuesday morning, 11 o’clock. 
Senator Thorpe introduced a joint 
resolution, protesting against the rul­ 
ing of Attorney General Moody, hold­ 
ing that drawbacks, or rebates, be al­ 
lowed on exported flour made in part 
from Canadian wheat. 
The ruling of the attorney general 
was in effect that rebates may be al­ 
lowed in such cases, providing the cus­ 
toms officials can identify the foreign 
material and ascertain, to their satis­ 
faction, from the books of accounts or 
otherwise, the quantity of the foreign 
material actually present in the com­ 
pleted article. This was the construc­ 
tion placed on section 30 of the Ding­ 
ley tariff law by Mr. Moody. 
The resolution by Senator Thorpe 
emphatically protests against the al­ 
lowance of reflates on the duties im­ 
posed, as also against any construc­ 
tion of the section mentioned that 
would classify wheat and flour as ma­ 
terials which could be identified. 
If the ruling of the attorney general 
is upheld by the secretary of the treas­ 
ury, then immediate legislation is de­ 
manded exempting wheat and flour 
from such drawbacks. 
By request, the resolution was laid 
over till next Tuesday. 
Senator Coller introduced a resolu­ 
tion asking congress to repeal the 
bankruptcy act, which, it says, has 
served its purpose, and which is now 
being used by designing and dishonest 
debtors to escape just liabilities. It 
Was referred to the judiciary commit­ 
tee.Smith W., proposed a bill amending 
section 36. chapter 175. of 1895, autho­ 
rizing the organization of mutual 
creamery and other fire insurance 
companies. The Di 11 provides for the 
organization of mutual grain dealers’ 
fire insurance companies. 
Senator Brower submitted a Hill 
which carries an appropriation of $50,- 
000 for the erection of a building to 
take the place of Lawrence hall, a part 
of the St. ( ’loud normal school destroy­ 
ed bv fire.
